Inthe strength of this faith, your 
brave army has fought and conquered; if 
your majesty undermines it, you under- 
mine at the same time the welfare of the 
State. This is a true saying indeed. 
May it please your majesty to excuse my 
freedom.’ 
“A death-like silence prevailed ; the 
King, with evident emotion, offered the 
general his right hand, and said, ‘Happy 
Ziethen |! I wish I could believe like you; 
hold fast to your faith, it shall be done no 
more.’ After this impressive scene, the 
thread of general conversation was snap- 
ped for the rest of the symposium.”

Popping Corn by Wholesale. 

In Brooklyn there is established a branch . 
of business, which, as a branch of business, 
was exceedingly novel to me, and I think 
will be to young readers. 

Corn-popping is the business to which 
allude. Whatever is known of popped. 
corn in other countries, I am quite sure it 
has nowhere else become a manufactare 
or trade on such a scale. It must be na- 
tive American. The extent of this busi- 
ness will surprise even those who behglid 
the namberless baskets and piles upon 
stands, of the pink and white balls, all 
through New York and many other cities. 
A while ago, I was at a corn-popping es- 
tablishment in Franklin Square Brooklyn, 
aud was amazed when told that generally 
240 bushels of popped corn were sent out 
weekly to order. Sixty bushels are some- 
times ordered by one house—one in Syra- 
cuse, I think. This will sound almost in- 
credible to the boys and girls who have, 
mauy a time, been scorched and almost 
parched themselves, to get but a disbfull 
of the Inxury, without any sugaring. At 
this manufactory a very large portable 
furuace is used; over it is suspended a 
wire box, within which the corn flies about 
like mad—firery mad. The wire box 
holds a half bushel which is emptied into 
a bin which holds sixty bushels. Think 
of that, boys! Sixty bushels of popped 
corn in one heap—every kernel burst o 
like a pure white flower! It requires but 
twenty bushels to into 240 bushels. 
From two to three barrels of sugar are 
used weekly for the coating. This is a 
regularly-made candy, poured hot upon 
the corn ; after which, four or five girls 
are employed in forming it into balls — 
One hundred barrels of these balls are.of- 
ten sent outina week. A part is coated 
in separate kernels, and put up in nice pa- 
per boxes.— The Schoolfellow.

_ Fate of the Sabbath Bill. ~ 

We ask our readers, throughout the moun- 
tains, to watch the course of their Representa- 
vives upon the subject of a Sabbath law. It 
is our impression that they do not intend to 
create apy such law as the people, in numer- 
ous petitions, bave asked for. Nor yet will 
they directly and openly oppose the measure, 
for that would injure them with that portion 
of their constituency which represents the 
better moral sentiment of the country. But 
somehow, the personal sympathies of politj- 

cians are very commonly -with altogether a 

different class of men. | 

When the Committee on Pablic Morals, a 
few days since, reported to the Senate a bill to 

_ prohibit Sabbath traveling, Senator Coffroth, 
from Tuolumne, in an unusually pious vein, 
objected to the bill on the ground that it was 
not stringent enough—that it would allow the 
barbarous amusement of bull-baiting, &c. ; as 
if we bad not already a law to punish noisy 
and barbarous amusements.” ll this answers 
the ends of these gentlemen in seeming to favor 
the bill, while yet, in a quiet way, seeking to 
kill it. We wish that Mr. Fiske, or some 
other influential legislator, would bring men 
right up toa plain vote upon the subject, 
without possibility ot evasion or quibbling, 
and then let those vote against the proposed 
bill, who choose to do so, and who are willing 
to go back and meet their constituents after 
such opposition. 

The honorable members of the Legislature 
do not need us to tell them that probably nine- 
tenths of the people of the State desire a law to 

_ protect their business against the rapacity of 
those whom public sentiment cannot restraia, 
and who neither care for rest, nor regard the 
obligations of Christian morals; and at the 
same time give relief to the wearied merchant 
and the outward recognition of the Sabbath, to 
communities consciously degraded by years of 
semi-barbarism. We have not known so gen- 
eral a desire for the passage of any one act 
since we were biessed with a Legislature. Pe- 
titions have poured in—there have been no 
counter petitions. One who knew the senti- 
ment of the State and did not know Legisla- 
tors, would be perfectly sure that the law would 
be secured asa matter of course. But our 
Legislators do not seem to feel as they should 
the solemn obligations to obey those whose 
servants they are. Without direct opposition, 
they understand the art of evasion. We are 
well aware that many of them intend indirectly 
but effectually to defeat the proposed measure. 
But their course will be marked. A few cen- 
turies ago, the debates and votes in the 
English Parliament were wrapt in secrecy, and 
the people had not the means of calling to ac 
count their representatives.. Not so with us. 
Every vote is known thoughout the State. 

In our bumble opinion the passage of an act 

‘prohibiting Sabbath trade, breaking up, with 

the consent and at the desire of the great body 
of the traders themselves, those noisy scenes of 
loading and unloading goods, of buying and 
selling on the Sabbath, would have a greater 
bearing on the well-being of the country than 
any other legislation of the session. The 
greatest drawback that exists to the social and 
moral progress of the interior of the State is 
the still universal custom of Sabbath business. 
There is no prospect of ending it but by a law 
reaching the few in any community who can be 
reached only by law, and who, without con- 
science, would pursue their increased trade, 
while others stopped out of regard alike for 
their physical and moral well-being. Mr. 
McUallum proposes a perfected bill against 
“poisy and barbarous amusements.” This is 
very good, but is not the thing just now asked 
for. For bread a stone is offered. 
Reading. 

Axnubject always and everywhere of great 
importance to be considered, is the peculiar 
value of good reading as a means of knowledge 
and improvement. But the subject is of espe- 
cial importance in this State, when the tempt- 
tation is so great to neglect intellectual culture 
for the sake of business, and where such an- 
immense amount of poor fiction has been iotro- 
duced to amuse the idle or to furnish relaxa- 
tion to the laborious in the absence of ordinary 
social pleasures. Reading is of incalculable 
advantage to every diligent mind, and without 
it po one can hope to occupy a respectable 
place among intelligent men. 

A lectare was delivered on this subject a 
few evenings since, before the Young Men's 
Obristian Association, by Rev. S. H. Willey. 
We cannot do better than to present our readers 
with a brief report of it.

sons and daughters. The books were well 
covered with strong and darable leather, and 
were carefully circulated from house to house. 
They were read, often, by the light of the great 
fires that were burning in the long winter eve- 
nings. Among the readers of these books was 
one slender, but youthful and industrious 
youth, who found his thirst for.knowledge 
amazingly awakened by them. While be was 
true and faithful to the interests of his father 
by day, he spent his evenings and bis other 
leisvre in acquiring such knowledge as the means 
at his command wouldafford. His father saw 
the bent of his mind and the evidence of his 
genius, and though be was poor and had a large 
family to support, he determined to attempt 
to give his son the advantage Of a liberal eda- 
cation. In this he was successful, and the 
modest but noble youth whom he thus started 
in his distiogaished career, was no other than 
the late honored American statesman, Daniel 
Webster, who made himself known and respect- 
ed throughout the civilized world while he 
lived, and when he died his loss was esteemed 
to have been that of the greatest of men. It 
is not unlikely that the reading of those books 
in that little town library imparted to his mind 
its first-stimulus and awakened it to that life of 
saperior achievement to which he afterward 
attained. 

Many instances are stated when the first in- 
tellectual impulse to greatness was obtained 
from the reading of some particular book ; as 
many sad instances are known where the read- 
ing of vile books, or of accounts of robbers and 
pirates, has led to lives of crime and infamy 
and death. Falsehood may gain its advantage 
over the mind -a3 well as truth; and, with a 
literature of its own, it only asks you to read. 

Another advantage of reading is, that it 
tends to carry one to eminence in his occupa- 
tion. Whatever that occupation be, eminence 
in it cannot now be attained without reading. 
It is as necessary for the merchant and the 
mechanic and farmer, as for the professional 
man. 

These are a few of the thoughts of an excel- 
lent and usefal lecture. Wecommend them to 
our readers. We would that libraries of use- 
fal books were established in every town and 
neighborhood inthe State. It will be a good 
day for our State when an abundance of good 
books shall take the place of the miserable 
novels that now flood the State. The passion 
which inspires men to thoroughly read these, is 
infinitely preferable to that feverish appetite 
for filthy novels, that debases and degrades so 
many minds. a

charge of slovenliness, I am sorry to say, 
it is bat too trne in some instafices ; but 
such is never the case, or scldom ever, unless 
poverty compel us to be slovenly. Miners 
have more to contend with, and endure, than 
is y known ; having at times to perform 
certain degrading duties, which every man must 
necessarily despise and abhor. 

Let the writer inquire of avy of his lady ac- 
quaintances as to what would be the condition 
of her toilet and dwelling, should she have to 
cook, bake, wash, scrub, sweep, dust, &c.; bring 
water, and cut wood, and at the same time toil 
from dawn til! sunset, upon aclaim. Then let 
him imagine how distasteful much of this must 
be to a refined and intelligent man, partico- 
larly when weary or suffering. It is easy, very 
easy, to be neat, comfortable and tasteful, if 
we only have the means to beso. Nota sin- 
gle one of these ungainly and dirty cabins, of 
which the writer complains, would be left to 
mar the beauty of the scene, had we a golden 
lever to work with, or the magical “lamp of 
Aladdin” to assist us. Men of the most intel- 
ligent minds and refioed tastes are often com- 
pelled, under the tyrannical law of misfortune, 
to live according to their means, or, in winer 
phrase, according to the richness of their claim. 

It has seldom been my lot to meet an intelli- 
gent and successful miner, who did pot have a 
neat and comfortable home, well supplied with 
food for both mind and body. We have not, 
it is true, the same advantages bere, ag those 
have who live in the city, in regard to polite 
literature. That our dress is not of the la 
or richest material, is also true; but this we 
are certain of: that under our cuarse gray 
mining shirts, there beat as noble hearts as 
ever are found beneath the soft and snowy linen 
of a city gentleman. That those houses which 
pontain ladies shame our bumble cabins, may 
be so, and yet, is it to be wondered at? They 
know well how to gild and beautify whatever 
comes beneath their touch ; to give a look of 
comfort to the bleakest and barest of chambers, 
and by their presence and living smiles, to make 
home a paradise, no matter how homely. To 
contrast our miserable cabins with the writer's 
comfortable, and perhaps luxurious abode in 
San Francisco, would be a shame; and yet, 
did we possess the means, we have the will, to 
live as sumptuously as the lazy Oriental. 
Should we be fortunate enough to meet the 
writer on the Atlantic side, he might fiud that 
it is not impossible for a miner to be placed 
upon a par with gentlemen, despite bis present 
inclination te be a brute. , 

That we sometimes hang our muddy gar- 
ments upon a nail, and throw our long coats 
upon the floor, is true ; but pray, where should 
we put them, if notin the above mentioned 
places? 

None but a thorough miner knows all the 
miseries and privations which we are subject 
to, in our struggles to wrest the glittering 
ore from the miserly grasp of mother earth: 
then rebuke, and the cry of shame, from per- 
sons not miners, is unfair.

We are glad to have provoked the above 
protest from a miner, although he bas not accu- 
rately apprehended our meaning. We know 
very well that there is a large proportion of 
men of true refinemept engaged in the honora- 
ble and independent business of mining; men 
who have been accustomed to live in the midst 
of neatnees or surrounded by elegance. And 
ne complaint was that such men should fre- 
quently be so untrue to themselves as to fall 
into careless habits here. Not all such—for 
we frequently find the tasteful cabin, where all 
is neat, comfortable, and inviting. Our obser- 
vation has been different from our correspon- 
dent’s. For we have seen large numbers of 
persons who both had the taste and the means 
for better things, living in slovenliness because 
they had only a temporary home. A traveller 
stopping for a night will often do more to ar- 
range his tent pleasantly for the enjoyment of 
a few hours, than some of these to make their 
cabins agreeable for a year’s occupancy of 
them. Should some of them, by any hard 
chance, be thrown into a prison so disarranged 
and littered and filthy as their cabins are, they 
would think it a hard fate indeed. And so it 
would be. We have experienced the hospital- 
ity of miners, which is proverbially free and 
hearty. We have eaten at their boards many 
@ time, and slept ia their cots, and found excel- 
lent welcome. An epicure could not ask to 
dine better, nor a luxurious man to find sweet- 
er repose. A scholar need not seek better 
company, nor need a wanderer wish to find 
beartier cheer. 

Bat for all that we have seen many others, 
who, if not possessed of inward refinement, had 
at least lived in elegance, but, were careless 
and slovenly, although possessed of ample 
means, for better things, thus doing themselves 
injustice and injury. 

Nor, io our opinion, does even misfortune ex-

cuse the want of neatoess. It certainly re-| ery glass 


quires but very little more time than would 
otherwise be used to clear the table and disbes 
from which food ia taken, and to keep a clean 
bed. Why, a bright New England or Obio 
girl, such as some of our miners lie down on 
their dirty pillows to dream about, would have 
the table work done up, in her style, in an hour 
or less in the morning, and be ready almost at 
guorise for a day's work over the spinving, 
wheel, or with the needle. No, these cannot 
dream of sach ; for their bright images would 
quicken them to live in a better way. 

You may see men pass off long evenings 
around the card-table, or in the bar-room, or 
dozing over miserable, dirty novels, and a little 
of this wasted time would suffice to give them 
& pleasant, inviting home. It is but a light 
thiag to do the little work, above what is call- 
ed necessary, which would suffice to add neat- 
ness to the cabin: a little brushing of the 
floor, the building of a closet for clothing, the 
cleansing of utensils and bedding. Fortune, 
we know, does not always favor the miner. 
There are cruel disappointments, that break 
down the spirits and crush high hopes. For 
all this we have real sympathy. Yet in visit- 
ing the homes of the laboring poor, how often 
have we found scrapulous neatness where little 
else remained, and that maintained in the 
midst of constant labor for daily bread. The 
details of work connected with a miner's

Sympathetic Religious Excitements, 
The power of sympathy in disease is known 
to all:physicians, and its influence io cases of

, Religious excitements among per 
Ofsamail intelligence, and not properly 
reguisted and éontrolled by strong and sober 
misds, most frequently develop some phase or 
other Of sympathetic affection. All peculiar 
and physical effects, at such times by 
the igt t ascribed to religion, are to be at- 
tributed to the involuntary action prodaced in 
certain natures by high excitement, and mani- 
festing itself th the direction towards which 
the mind is strongly impelled by examples di- 
by imypressions previously 


Thus it has that in certain por- 
tions of the Methodist Charch, persons affected 
with “ the power” bave been seized, one after 
another, with violent fredzy, or have fallen gud- 
denly in a swoou, under the impression that 
this was conversion, whea, recovering from it, 
they have indulged a short-lived joy foanded 
upon such supposed indabitable evidence. But 
when, having recoverd from the swoon, they 
have been questioned calmly concerning their 
state of miod, it was commonly found that they 
had been in a state of insensibility, and in that 
condition, of course, had made no spiritual ad- 
vance. 
Among certain Presbyterians, within the 
present century, the excitement was manifested 
in another direction, and was called the “jerks.” 
Persons seized with the affection would catch 
hold of a tree or other object, and shake vio- 
lently, or else throw themselves about with 
painful energy. The affection was caught by 
one from another, and tending to a similar man- 
ifestation. In preparing for camp-meetings, 
persons, in cleansing the grounds, would leave 
the saplings standing, and trim them up for 
“ jerking poles,” to which those who were af- 
fected might cling. | 

We heard one who had witnessed some of 
these scenes relate, that a minister, who had 
visited such manifestations, and had endeav- 
ored to convince others that they were no part 
of religion, became himself affected and con- 
vulsed violently, but, aware of the nature of 
the affection, he cried out between each jerk, 
“ No religion in this.” “There’s no religion in 
it.” 

If Spiritaalists of the present day would 
study more the workiogs of the well known 
bat inexplicable laws of psychology, they would 
be able to account for much of involuntary 
movement by “ mediums,” without referring it 
to a spirit eafflatus. The involuntary move- 
ment of the head, and the involuntary, gener- 
ally incohereot, highfalutin action of the 
mind, is no more mysterious and no more sen- 
sible than the religious manifestation termed 
the “jerks” or the “ power,” or any other 
name by which such things have been known. 
Weare surprised that what would result from 
ignorance and be called “cant” io the religious 
world, now-a-days, passes for “ gospel,” with 
men who boast intelligence and are so very 
skeptical that they deubt the Bible with all 
its evidences, external and internal. 

We may at another time quote upon this 
subject from the narratives by President Ed- 
wards, of the “ Great Awakening,” in England. 
At present we copy ar accoant published re- 
cently in the Gleaner in this city, of some man- 
ifestations termed the “ Preaching Epidemic,” 
which took placé in Sweden, commencing about 


the beginning of the year 1842. 

“It was shortly before the Christmas of 
1842, when he went, together with a respect- 
able farmer of the neighborhood, the Rev. Mr. 
Linqvist, and the Rev. Mr. Smedmark, to the 
cottage where a child lived, who, by all ac- 
counts, had advanced to the highest stage of 
the disease. Many persons besides himself 
and his friends were As all 
the three children, he says that, their 
age, as is generally the case in Sweden, they 
were tolerably well informed on religious mat- 
ters, and could read well. They were natural- 
ly of good disposition, and now, since they had 
been subject to the disease, were able 
for their gentleness and quiet dameaor. Their 
manners were simple, as those of peasant chil- 
dren ; but, being bashful and timid, were not 
inclined to give much description of the feel- 
ings and experience : still, from the few words 
they spoke, it was evident that, like the rest of 
the peasantry and their own relatives, they con- 
sidered it a divine influence, but still asserted 
that they knew not exactly what to think ei- 
ther of themeelves or their situations. When 
in the trance, declared that they were ex- 
ceedingly well; that they bad never been so 
cheerful, or felt so much pleasure before. On 
being awoke, however, they complained, some- 
times even with tears, of weakness in the limbs, 
pain in the chest, headache, &c. 

“ In the particular case of the oue child to 
which we have referred, the symptoms were 
precisely the same: there came on, in the first 
place, a violent trembling or quaking of the 
limbs, and she fell backwards with so much vi- 
olence as to give the spectator a most painful 
sensation—but no apparent injary ensued. The 
patient was now in a trance, or state of total 
unconsciousness, and this trance, which lasted 
several hours, divided itself into two stages, . 
acts, or scenes, totally different in character. 
In the first place, she roee up violently, and all 
her actions were of a rapid and violent char- 
acter. She caught at the hands of the people 
around her ; some she instantly flung aside, as 
ifthe effect produced by them was repugnant 
to her; others she held gently, patted, and

e have received a communication, attempt. 
ing to defend the coarse of the Presbyterian 
in declining to publish the reply which was 
sent on some months since to Dr. Scott’s Phila. 

Aside from the fact that the 
Presbyterian is supposed to be able to answer 
for itself, it is unnecessary to publish the com- 
munication from this farther fact, that all that 
is material in it, as bearing on this point, can 
be stated in a few words. It is claimed that 
the Presbyterian was not bound to publish the 
reply because it was not furnished to them in 
manuscript, but was first published here ; in 
which respect the case differs from that in 
which the course of the Evangelist is con- 
trasted with that of the Presbyterian. 

To all this we reply, that it makes no differ- 
ence at all, and any one accustomed to write 
for newspapers ought to know it. If several 
papers had published or copied from each 
other an attack upon an individual, they 
would all be bound in justice to admit a 
reply to their different circles of readers.

‘WRITTEN BY A CHINAMAN TO HIS FRIEND; ly 
CHIAA. 

The following translation of a Chinese lett, 
is sent us hy James Hanley, Chinese [pter. 
prater, of Chinese Camp, Tuolumoe county. 

“ When I wrote you before,I told you of 
amany wooders in this strange land ; tle 
of some you mast have doubted, on accouct o 
their strange natare ; bat when I describe yo, 
a ceremony common to this people, you 
pdoubt their civilization, which I formerly ex. 
tolled. 

# Ove night I came into a village calle; 
Chinese Camp, and whilst walkiog through it, 
the sound of music attracted me to the door o; 
the house from which it issued. When looke, 
into the large room, open- to the street, | be. 
held a number of men and women sitting 
amongst each other. In s short time, cigh; 
men, with an equal number of women, com- 
menced running across the floor two or three 
times, when each man and woman joined hands, 
and jamped before each other for about the 
space of one minute; then each letting go their 
hold, ran across the floor again aod again, and 
kept on jamping as before. This ceremony 
continued for about twenty minutes, when al! 
went and drank liquor together. In a few 
minates another eight siezed the eight women 
and continted the ceremony as before, drink- 
ing at intervals, as I suppose, for the purpose 
of making the women drunk. During the 
course of the evening, the eight women were 
once seized in the arms of as many men, and 
swang around and around, the entire length of 
the room for half an hour or so, stopping. to 
drink spirits as usual, when they became dizzy. 
This: was the most disgusting part of the cer- 
emony, as you might imagine ; but if you saw 
it, it would appear worse than I describ:. 
Just imagine the women here with loose flow- 
ing robes, swinging about, in the arms of men, 
and what asight will appear to your view '— 
We have nothing in China equal to it. One 
man in the course of the evening jumped alone: 
and ran along the room to the sounds of the 
music, in the presence of a hundred men, none 
of whom seemed to heed it, whilst I all the 
time wondered why they did not laugh at 
him. 

“A few days afterwards I came across a 
man here, who speaks our language, and re- 
lated to him the whole affair, who, to my utter 
astonishment, informed ms that they employ

simultaneous collision of all the comets regis 
tered in astronomical catalogues. What is a 
comet? It is a visible nothing.”
